Today’s shock wave was felt 
in places as far apart as Trento, 
near the border between Italy 
and Austria; on the Island of 
Malta off the south of Sicily, 
and on the Island of Crete. 


The seismographic station in 
Athens locoed the epicenter 
65 miles southwTst of Athens. 
Still mindful of last week’s 
quakes, thousands of persons 
fled into the streets in south­ 
ern Italy. 
The area affected today was 
much wider, an estimated 150,- 
000 square miles. It stretched 
from coa^t to coast in southern 
Italy.

The study was made by the 
Wharton School of Finance and 
Commerce of the University of 
Pennsylvania and cost the SEC 
$95,700. The fund industry co­ 
operated in the study by an­ 
swering detailed questionaires. 
From two letters summariz­ 
ing the report it is known the 


Wharton School raised serious 
questions aboui many praclices 
and policies of the fund indus­ 
try. The questions concern po­ 
tential conflicts of interest, in­ 
vestment advisory fees and the 
effect of fund operations on 
the stock market. 
The two letters, made public 
Friday, accompanied

port from the I niversity to the 
SEC and from the SEC to the 
House committee.

Girls Better 
Readers; Boys 


MASSACRE FOR GOLD?

Said Brighter

BUFFALO (UPD — A college 
teacher says girls are better 
readers than boys, but a boy is 
generally the brightest student 
in an elementary school class­ 
room. 
“Girls are better readers,” I 
Dr. Lawrence Carrillo, associ­ 
ate professor at San Francisco 
State College yesterday told a 
summer reading institute here, 
“ while 
boys 
have a greater 
reading range. 
“Girls ordinarily don’t have 
reading problems. The primary 
classroom is basically a wom­ 
an ’s world and girls tend to 
adapt to it better. Boys tend to 
fight the system more and if 
they fight 
the 
system, they 
don’t learn as much.” 
However, he said the wider 
reading range and greater ca­ 
pacity of boys generally results i 
in the brightest pupil in a class 
being a boy. 
Dr. Carrillo told 55 teachers, 
administrative personnel and 
consultants at the institute that 
boys outnumber girls 10 to one , 
in having difficulties in learn­ 
ing to read and have speech 
problems five times more than 
girls.

Other historians believe the 
victims may have been mem­ 
bers of an Indian tribe which 
was attacked by another hos­ 
tile tribe in the area, or that 
the victims may have been 
working a secret mine and 
were killed by other prospec­ 
tors.

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Food Prices Help Hike Cost Of Living 


WASHINGTON (UPD— Higher 
prices for major food items and 
services pushed the cost of liv­ 
ing to a new all-time peak in 
July, the labor department re­ 
ported today. 
The increase chipped anoth­ 
er two cents off the buying 
power of the consumer’s $10 
bill. It also triggered penny-an- 
hour pay boosts 
for 950,000 
workers in auto, farm equip­ 
ment and aerospace industries. 
The department said its con- 
sumer price index rose by two- 
tenths of 1 per cent last month 
to 105.5 per cent of average 
1957-59 prices. 
A spokesman 
said 
the ad­ 
vance was in line with seasonal 
expectations, 
however, 
since 
the index has climbed in July 
every year since 1950. 
Higher prices for pork, milk 
and eggs were the major causes 
of a rise of three-tenths of 1 
per cent rise in food 
prices. 
The price of services— medical 
care, haircuts and public trans­ 
portation and similar items — 
also helped push up the index. 
The July increase put the 
index at 1.1 per cent above its 
year-ago level. Most of the in­

first six months of this year.

HOLE 
Venus Rocket Is Not Too Far 
Off Course For Corrections 


CAPE CANAVERAL UP —A 
s m a l l ace-in-the-hole motor 
weighing 37.3 pounds is the 
big key to America’s attaining 
the world’s most significant 
interplanetary achievement — 
shooting the Mariner 2 space­ 
craft on an exploratory mis­ 
sion past Venus. 


If the complex space mes­ 
senger sweeps within 10,000 
miles of Venus in December 
as planned— after a 
180-mil­ 
lion mile trip— it wrould rnaik 
a major breakthrough for the 
United States in the race for 
space. 
Information relayed by Mar­ 
iner 2 could help scientists and 
astronomers 
unravel 
secrets 
concealed for centuries by the 
planet's constant cloud layers. 
It could 
determine wrhether 
life as we know it possibly

Several hours later, however, 
refinement of tracking signals 
revealed Mariner 2’s error was 
only 250,000 miles. Project of­ 
ficials announced the “space 
craft is on a trajectory that 


can be corrected to make it fly 
by Venus within a distance of 
10.000 miles as planned.”

caused by an unexplained roll­ 
ing motion executed by the 
first stage of the Atlas-Agena 
B booster rocket. 
While appearing confident 
the experiment would succeed 
all the way to the December 
encounter with Venus, the of­

Some leaders talked of seek­ 
ing reconsideration of the com­ 
mittee vote, but this avenue 
was not regarded as promising 
for the administration.

County Library Offers No Service 


For 8-To-5 Worker Wanting Book

I am happy to read that the 
Friends of the Library will 
arrive in Larkspur next month 
to do a bit of proselytizing. 
The county’s libraries need 
all the friends they can get. 
Before 
l o n g 
the 
main 
branch of the Marin County 
Library will move into shiny, 
fresh quarters in the new 
civic center; but it, and pub­ 
lic libraries throughout the 
county, will continue to offer 
some of the most antiquated 
library7 service in California. 


THE COUNTY library sys­ 
tem here makes it virtually 
impossible for an eight to five 
worker to take out a book or 
even do a bit of browsing. 


The County Library, like 
any good bureaucratic institu­ 
tion, shuts down for the day 
at five, precisely wrhen most 
workers are free to stop by 
the library. The assumption 
seems to be not to serve the 
public, but to make it easy 
for the clerks. 
The branch library where 
I live, in Fairfax, is stocked 
with mysteries, popular nov­ 
els, children’s books, and a 
scattering 
of 
giggling 
stu­ 
dents— besides being poorly 
lighted. 


A TRIP TO the San Rafael 
Public Library is no help. One 
is flatly told to stay in one’s 
own library district. An ex­ 
planation that you work in 
San Rafael, eat there and do 
most of your shopping there 
holds no water. You’re asked 
for five dollars for the “privi­ 
lege” of using the library. 
The sophisticates and intel­ 
lectuals w7ho supposedly in­ 
habit the county, evidently 
possess gigantic book collec­ 
tions, and don’t need public 
libraries, 
because 
none 
of 
them has come forth to ques­ 
tion the sort of service they 
get. 
Less intellectual, but more 


progressive, counties such as 
Sacramento, Alameda, Santa 
Clara and Los Angeles, have 
modernized their ilbrary sys­ 
tems in a manner it would 
be pleasant to see Marin imi­ 
tate. 


In Sacramento County, op­ 
erating on 
the assumption 
that the people who work in 
a 
city 
spend more 
money 
there and thus contribute to 
the 
taxes, 
the 
Sacramento 
Public Library issues a li­ 
brary card to anyone working 
in the city, even if he lives as 
far away as Placerville. 


RESIDENTS OF Hollywood 
are free to use the Hollywood 
Public Library or the Los A n­ 
geles 
Public Library. 
Both 
stay open until nine in the 
evening when people can use 
them. 


The 
Berkeley 
Public 
Li­ 
brary, besides offering a card 
to anyone employed or living 
in Berkeley, has a reciprocal 
agreement w’ith the Oakland 
Public Library. Residents of 
both towns are free to use 
either library with one card 
and no “privilege” fee. 


As Mrs. Virginia Keating, 
Marin County librarian, says: 
“Of course I’d like a univer­ 
sal reciprocal borrowing pol­ 
icy between our branches and 
the city libraries. The Lark­ 
spur Public Library is a little 
island surrounded by county 
territory. 
We 
arranged 
a 
trade agreement there. T h at’s 
the ideal situation that should 
exist in the county.” 


WHY, 
THEN, 
does 
the 
county 
library 
charge 
the 
same five dollar “privilege” 
fee to city residents? 


Replied Mrs. Keating, “ As 
long as the city libraries have 
a fee, we will.” 


Well, now. I wonder when 
the co-operation will begin.

Britain Faces Critical 


Commonwealth Meet

LONDON (UPD— While shoot­ 
ing grouse on the Yorkshire 
moors 
these 
recent 
days, 
Prime Minister Harold Mac­ 
millan must have been think­ 
ing hard about the approach­ 
ing 
gathering of 
Common­ 
wealth prime ministers. 


There is little doubt the 
meeting in London on Sept. 
10 of the 15 leaders will be 
a cross-roads affair. 


Unless the conference is 
carefully handled, the whole 
concept 
of 
the 
Common­ 
wealth as a loose-knit body 
with a common heritage and 
the same broad aim in world 
affairs could be threatened. 


THE LAST Commonwealth 
meeting in March, 1961, was 
a hectic affair, and ended 
with South Africa quitting. 


The S e p t e m b e r parley 
promises to be equally con­ 
troversial. 
The 
15 
nations 
coming are Britain, Canada, 
Australia, New Zealand, In­ 
dia, Pakistan, Ceylon. Ghana, 
Malaya, N i g e r i a , Cyprus, 
Sierra 
Leone, 
Tanganyika, 
and 
newly independent J a ­ 
maica and Trinidad— a Unit­ 
ed Nations in miniature cov­ 
ering people of many races 
and widely differing political 
beliefs. 


The pop-popping of Mac­ 
millan’s holiday shooting is 
nothing 
compared 
to 
the 
heavyweight sniping that has 
been going on between vari­ 
ous members of the Common­ 
wealth. 


TRADITIONALLY w h e n 
the prime ministers gather 
in London for their meetings 
— there have been 10 since 
the war— they hold their dis­ 
cussions in an informal at­ 
mosphere 
b e h i n d 
closed 
doors. 


In 
this 
way, 
behind-the- 
seene row's are covered up 
and the delegates are free to 
talk. 


This time, however, there 


has been such advance pu b ­ 
licity given to Commonwealth 
differences it is going to be 
difficult to keep any major 
clashes quiet. 


The main theme is going 
to be Britain’s bid to join the 
European 
Common 
Market, 
about which the old white do­ 
minions have deep suspicions. 


Australian Prime Minister 
Robert Menzies, for one, has 
expressed fears that if Britain 
goes into Europe, the Com­ 
monwealth might never be 
the same again. 


The Australians, like the 
New Zealanders and Canad­ 
ians, are worried that they 
w ill not only lose trading p re f­ 
erences for their important 
food products, but also that 
Britain will become involved 
in 
European 
political 
ties 
damaging to the old Common­ 
wealth links. 


The Asian nations, especial­ 
ly 
India, 
share 
in 
these 
doubts 
about the 
Common 
Market, but the African group 
is little concerned. 


THE 
AFRICAN 
nations, 
however, are likely to find 
themselves at odds with Brit­ 
ain over Britain’s African pol< 
icy. 


The potential is here for 
serious trouble if this works 
its 
way 
onto 
the 
agenda. 
Ghana has become increas­ 
ingly critical of the British 
role in Africa, and the flare- 
up of racial strife in Southern 
Rhodesia might have its re ­ 
percussions in London. 


One thing certain is that 
Macmillan would fight des­ 
perately hard to keep te n ­ 
sions below the surface. 


He has a strong “ Common­ 
wealth First” group in his 
own party which would not 
forgive him if his policies 
caused a split In that body. 


However, few people here 
anticipated that he was going 
to have an easy time.

New Mattress Needs Care, 
Turning In First Months 


Preserve a new mattress w ith 
proper care, advises one m an ­ 
ufacturer. 
The new mattress needs to 
be turned once a month during 
the first six months of its life. 
After that, 
once 
or twice 
a 
year is sufficient. Foam rubber 
mattresses need no turning un­ 
less it’s a reversible kind with 
a different amount of firmness 
on each side. 


Th e m a n u facturer re com ­ 
mended use of a protective pad 
on the box spring for two rea- 
sons: 


First, it will help protect the 
bedding from dust and dirt. 
Second, the body produces a 
half pint of moisture during a 
night's sleep. Without a wash­ 
able 
pad, 
the 
moisture 
can 


ruin a matt re- s. 
That time-honored method of 
cleaning a m attress — beating 
it— may shorten its life con­ 
siderably, said the company. 


R ather than beating, go over 
the 
bedding 
surface 
once 
a 
month with a whisk broom or 
the upholstery attachment of 
a 
vacuum 
cleaner. 
This 
r e ­ 
moves surface soil and helps 
fluff the innards. 


To clean slightly soiled m a t­ 
tress ticking, use dry suds from 
a solution of lukewarm water 
and mild soap or detergent. 
B e careful not to get the 
m attress w e t 
Rinse with a sponge rung out 
of clear water, and be sure to 
let one side dry thoroughly be­ 
fore cleaning the other. (1 PD

MOTHER'S HOUR 
A Revolt Against The Humdrum

N EW YORK. Aug. 27 (ITI)— 
There’s a quiet rebellion going 
on in our land, a revolt against 
the humdrum. 


It shows in numerous treat­ 
ises on the subject of the dif­ 
ferent— the different vacation 
(join an archaeological expe­ 
dition), the different diet (fast­ 
ing for two or three days), the 
different approach to cooking 
(“ Eat Better the No-Cook Way” , 
‘ Stalking 
the 
Wild 
Aspara­ 
gus», the different way to 
spend leisure time (mountain 
climbing, skin diving). 
It would appear from as­ 
sorted studies of the modern 
housewife that she's a ring­ 
leader in this desire to break 
with conformity. 
The latest 
examination of the distaff re­ 
bellion to come across this 
desk is in an article called 
‘ I Don't Feel Trapped Any­ 
more.’' 
It contains excerpts 
from letters from 26,000 wom­ 
en who wrote Red book maga­ 
zine how they changed their 


pattern for daily living. 
The departure from the pro­ 
saic found women enrolling in 
ballet classes, going back to 
making 
bread from scratch, 
setting aside one hour a day 
as “ mother's hours’’ in which 
mother did exactly what she 
wanted to do. even operating a 
ham radio station. 


Their suggestions started 
some of us women in the office 
to compiling our own list of 
techniques for getting out of a 
rut. You'll think of others, so 
let us hear from you. 
Volunteer for a few hours 
each week at a hospital or for 
a charity. 
Take up a new skill, like 
old-fashion 
crochet 
or 
em­ 
broidery. 
Invite yourself and husband 
to a downtown restaurant, take 
the kids and let them experi­ 
ment with steak tartar and 
vichysoisse instead of the eter­ 
nal hamburger and catchup. 
Ask the boss for a raise and 
remind him you’re usually the 
last out of the office everv dav. 


Enroll for an art class 


Get a new hairstyle. Try on 
a wig. Treat yourself to a pair 
of mink eyelashes. 


Plan a family tour of the mu­ 
seum, the library, the local 
monuments. 


Cook that recipe for eoq au 
vin you clipped from the food 
columns of your newspaper and 
serve it by candlelight with 
CLOTH napkins and silver us­ 
ually reserved for company. 
Tell the husband how hand­ 
some he looks. 


Buy a floating, feminine neg­ 
ligee and wear it. 
Give yourself a facial. 
Get 
a professional massage. 
Let the dishes stav in the 


sink for 24 hours. 
Write a thank-you letter long 
overdue. 
Get up at five A M 
for a 
change to watch a sunrise and 
sniff a dewy rose 
Clean out a closet. 
Redec­

Go to a concert in the park. 
Cheer up an ailing neighl>or 
v horn you've been neglecting.

RISE IN STATE 
TAX ON GAS 


IS FORECAST 


B\ EDWIN S. C APPS 
SACRAMENTO (CXS) - 
The 
six cents that every California 
motorist pays in state taxes on 
each gallon of gasoline almost 
certainly 
will 
be 
raised 
to 
seven cents next year, or per­ 
haps even to seven and a half 
cents. 
This is the report from a 
m em ber of a citizens advisory 
committee studying the prob­ 
lem. 
The source said, if the in­ 
crease is one cent a gallon, it 
will go to cities and counties 
for work on city streets and 
county roads. 
If it is a cent 
and a half increase, the half- 
ton t 
would go to» the state 
division of highways in order 
to increase the pace of free­ 
way construction. 
PRESENT DIVISION 
The present six-cent tax pro­ 
vides that four cents go to the 
state 
highway f u n d , three- 
eighths cent to the counties 
and five-eighths cent to the 
cities. 
But 
spokesmen 
for 
cities 
have argued that this is an an­ 
tiquated formula. They point 
out that the formula was set 
up before big urban develop­ 
ment 
As a result, the cities 
arc 
getting 
bigger 
and 
the 
county 
area 
and 
population 
smaller by comparison. 
The c i t i z e n s committee 
source said it was doubtful if 
this 
apparent 
inequity 
ever 
could be settled if it meant one 
side would lose revenues. How­ 
ever, if the tax is raised and 
this results in onesided rev­ 
enue division, a reshuffling of 
the city-county formula might 
be affected, he said. 
If a gasoline tax increase bill 
is introduced in the 1963 legis­ 
lature it probably would come
